Prices Show Decline 


Potato

Strained food budgets are_getting relief in Edmonton 
today as more adequate seasonal supplies are sending meat 
and vegetable prices downwards. 


Wholesale prices of pork prod- - 


ucts slumped from two to five 
cents during the past week and 
beef, on the wholesale market, slip- 
ped from one to two cents a pound 
on all cuts, 

Retailers lopped prices even 
more as slight further drops in 
pork wholesale prices are antici- 
pated. } 


PORK PRICE DOWN 

All pork cuts are two to four 
cents a pound lower in retail stores 
compared to last waek and some 
cuts have plunged five to 10 cents 
a pound. 

Choice quality bacon, which sold 
a few weeks ago for 85 to 9 cents 
a pound, was offered as a Saturday 
special in some stores today for 
7C cents a pound. 

Marketing of the season's hog 
crop in eastern Canada results in 
the decline in: prices. | 

Beef, in most retail stores, Is 
down four to five cents a pound. 
Other retailers, anticipating fur- 
ther drop in wholesale prices, are 
offering top quality beef cuts at 
10 cents a pound lower than last} 
week. 


FORECASTS WARY 

Wholesalers today said they were 
wnable to forecast definitely a fur- 
ther drop in wholesale beef prices. 

“Tt all depends on the livestock 
marketings in the United States 
and eastern Canada,” one whole- 
saler said, 

Meahwhile, start of the market- 
ing of local grown potatoes ac- 
counted for a sligh decline in this 
ecmmodity. 

Potatoes which were selling al 
four pounds for 25 cents last week 
are riow being offered at five 
pounds for the same price at re 
tail stores. | 

Vegetable wholesalers said new 
crops of carrots, turnips, parspips | 
and beets will be “reasonable” | 
when they reach the local market. |

He swung on his 
buge rod as he set* the hook in

Instead of 
having to swing around the cen- 
tre line, the cars take a bit of 
short-cut and swing before reach- 
ing the centre line. When this 
is done, the car going west turns 
south before it quite reaches the 
106 street centre line, that is, 
just east of the centre point. 
The car going east and turning 
north also swings just before 
reaching the centre point, thar is, 
just west of it. 

The result is both cars can turn 
at the same time. They pass each 
other right to right and neither 
crosses the path of the other and 
neither can ever block the other. 

Even if two other cars are turn- 
ing at.the same time, there would 
be no possibility of anyone being 
blocked Thus traffic tangles, 
that hold up traffic so badly, are 
eliminated,
